sion of great female criminals; * such 
as Humbert, Greet, ‘Weber, Jolals, 
Steinhell. But it is no longer strange 
fer those who consider that modern 
progress is ever drawing the woman 
nearer to the man, for good and for 


evil, so that crimes committed by wo- 
men which a century ago stood in the 
proportion of frem 8 to 10 for every 100 
males, now stands at 20 to 2 for every 
100 males, and in a certain class of 
crime, such as poisonings, premeditat- 
ed acts of vengeance, even outnumber 
those of men. It is, therefore, in the 
most civilized nations that this fact 
is becoming ever more noticeable. 
In this respect woman may claim 
(though it is very certain she will. not 
think of doing so) that she has reached 
the apex of success. 
What is known—and it is not a great 
deal-of the Steinheil case fully con- 
firms the conclusions come to long 
ago by criminal authrepologia, and even 
in brief by myself and Ferrero in 
“Women Criminals.”’

a special message to Congress. 

There are no frills about Senator Till- 
man nor any member of his family. 
Away back in the days when he was 
conducting his campaign for the Gov- 
ernorship of South Carolina, Senator 
Tillman enjoyed the distinction of being 
able to tell the hundreds who came up 
from the countryside to hear him speak 
to “shut up” and hear the echo come 
back, “Hurrah fof old Ben Tillman.”

TRIP TO PROMOTE ART 








Bryan’s Son-in-Law Honored 
by Alumni of World’s Most 
Famous School. 





Special Cable From the Paris Bureau 
ef the Pest-Dispatch. 
PARIS, Jan. 16.—William Homer Leav- 


itt, the son-in-law of William Jennings 
Bryan, has just completed a large pic- 
ture of “The Last Supper,” which will 
be taken from Paris in a few weeks for. 
an exhibition tour of the British Isles 
and the United States. St. Louis is one 
of the cities to be visited. The picture 
was painted on the order of six Ameri- 


vada mine. owners. 

Mr. Leavitt recently was elected one 
of the vice-presidents of the Association 
des Anciens Eleves Peintres de |’Ecole 
National de Paris, the alumni associa- 
tion of the Ecole des Beaux-Arts, the 


oldest and probably the most famous 
schoo! of art in the entire world. He is 
the only person, not a Frenchman, ever 
chosen to an official position in the or- 
ganization, which, at the present time, 
numbers nearly 800 members. 
Independently of the tour of his own 
picture, Mr. -Leavitt will leave Paris 
about the middle of February, taking 
to the United States and Canada a col- 
lection of 600 paintings, the work of 
members of the association. Definite ar- 
rangements have been made to exhibit 
the canvases in St. Louis, Washington, 
Boston, Buffalo, Toronto, Pittsburg, 
Detroit, Denver, Los Angeles and New 
Orleans. St. Louis will be reached prob- 
ably late In the year. 

Month in Each City. 
The trip is designed. to stimulate in- 
terest in fine arts throughout the United 
States. The exhibition will remain in 
each city for at least one month, but 
where extraordinary interest is mahi- 
fested, another month will be added. 
A uniform admission fee of 25 cents will 
be charged, but no hope of gaining 
financial profit from the enterprise is 
entertained by the promoters.

At all events, they propose to prosecute, 
with increased vigor, the campaign for 
the abolition of the ‘tariff on works of 
art imported into the United States from 
Europe. . 

Represents Association. 
On this trip Mr. Leavitt will repre- 
sent the association as Commissionaire- 
General de l'Amerique du Nord. He will 
be ufiable, of course, to accompany his 
own painting, “The Last Supper,” on 
its rounds, as the two trips will begin 
almost simultaneously. The itineraries 
to be followed are practically the same. 
‘Mr. Leavitt devoted about nine months’ 
work to his picture. The canvas is large 
—26 by 18 feet. This artist’s conception 
of Christ and the disciples differs in 
many respects from that of most paint- 
ers who have attempted to portray “The 
Last Supper’’ and everyone who studies 
the canvas will be quick to observe 
points of originality. Mr. Leavitt ex- 
plains some of his ideas as follows: 
“Christ always taught that in His death 
Heaven was to triumph over earth— 
that he was to be glorified. That being 
the case, I cannot concetve of him on 


this occasion as anything but happy. 


Therefore I have avoided the woe-be- 
gone expression with which he has been 
painted so frequently. 
“It Js only reasonable to suppose, too, 
that @ being of such great wisdom as 
Christ possessed would surround him- 
me men of a high degree of in- 
tellig I believe that I have been 
cane to the real conditions in avoid- 
ing the peasant type in my represen- 
tation of the disciples. 
"We read in Josephus’ works and 
elsewhere that ‘The Last Supper’ was 
eaten in the house of a rich man, so I 
have spread the table with costly nap- 
ery @nd surrounded it with furnishings 
a @n abode of weéalth.’’

OUT FOOD. 19 DAYS| 


AWoesin Heard His C His Cri Went to 
Naples, Returned and Led 
Search for Him. 


REGGIO, Jan. 16.—The almost miracu- 
lous rescue today of a 5-year-old boy, 
who had been interred since Reggio was 
overthrown, 19 days ago, by the earth- 
quake, has stimulated the efforts of 
relief parties in their search for others 
who may be living. 

The boy is the’son of a porter, who 
made his own escape, but believed his 
boy must be dead. After seeing the 
ruins of his house, he did not even 
search for the boy, but a-woman, pass- 
ing the wrecked houre a few days after 
the earthquake, thought she. heard a 

weak cry. It soon ceased, however, and 
the woman went to Naples. Returning 
to this place and hearing of wonderful 
escapes, she drew the attention of Col. 
Coorpi, in charge of a relief party, to 
the porter’s house, which was little more 
than a heap of stones and dust. The 
soldiers exgmined the wreckage and 
called out a number of times. 

After a breathiess suspense, a faint 
sound was heard. The soldiers attacked 
the debris with flerce energy, and with- 
in a few hours a emall opening was 
made, \ through which a fireman @ntered. 
In a moment he returned and passed 
through the opening a little boy, who 
was not only conscious, but showed few 
signs of privation. 

He was taken to a nospital; where he 
has become the pet of all the women. 
They declare he was saved by a miracle, 
as the child persists in saying that 
throughout his long imprisonment he 
was fed by his mother with bread and 
oranges. The mother, however, was 
killed on the day of the earthquake.

When she opened 
the door at his knock, Hunt stepped in- 
side without waiting for an invitation, 
and when Mrs. Carter and her daugh- 
ter, Helen, remonsirated, he ran up 
stairs and. barricaded himself in the 
bathroom. 

Blows Are Eixchanged, ° - 

The woman told her daughter to go 
for an officer, and as soon as she left 
tthe house, the peddier left the bath- 
room and attempted to escape. Mrs. 
Carter tried to hold him, but he broke 
away. She struck the man as he ran, 
and he struck her. Unhurt, Mrs. Car- 
ter. followed him out the door and 
down Chouteau avenue to the railroad 
yards. 

Hunt dodged around cars and build- 
ings in an effort to outrun his pursuer, 
or give her ‘the slip, but was ynsuctess- 
ful. People in the neighbérhood foined 
in the chase, and it was their excited 
cries’ that attracted the policeman. 

At Seventh and Gratiot streets, sev- 
eral blocks from where the chase start- 
ed, Mrs. Carter overtook Hunt. He tried 
to break from her when she grasped his 
collar, buf fell in the snow. Mrs. Car- 
ter sat down on him, and began to beat 
him with her fists. She had his face 
pretty. well marked when Officer Ber- 
berich came up and placed Hunt under 
arrest.

The passenger train was the regu- 
lar through daily train from Denver 
to Salt Lake. It was made up of the 
locomotive and baggage and miail cars, 
smoker, chair car, diner and two stand- 
ard Pullman coaches, one used ag a 
tourist sleeper. 3 

The chair car was telescoped by the 

tourist sleeper and entirely wrecked. 
It was in this that most of the dead 
and injured were riding. With the ex- 
ception of the Pullmans, every car ip 
the’ train was rendered unfit for further 
use... 
The freight train consisted of 15 cars 
loaded with merchandise and also ¢ar- 
ried 15 empty cars. These were all 
badly wrecked. The crew in charge of 
the freight train included Sig. Olson 
and D. F. Wheeler, engineer and fire- 
man on the lead engine, W. H. Jeffrey 
and Harry Welder, on the second en- 
gie. Conductor Harry Cope was in 
charge of the train. 

BDngineer Gus Olson, Fireman John 
Anderson and Conductor Albert Me- 
Curdy had the passenger in chargé. 
There were the usual number of brake- 
men on @ach train. 


Trains Met on Curve. 

The trains met on a sharp curve in a 
snow-covered mountain pase. 

The passenger train was going down a 
sharp grade when the crash came. 

The trains had orders to meet and 
pags at Dotsero. Gus Olson, engineer 
Of the passenger train, throughhis ex- 
traordinary ‘error in reading: his watch, 
believed he had time to make the next 
siding west and dashed through the lit- 
tle mountain station at terrific speed. 

Just beyond Dotsero, when rounding a 
sharp curve, the passenger crashed into 


the freight, which, drawn by two en- 
gines, was. climbing up. the monntans 
pass, 

The impact was terrific. The three 
engines were reduced to a mass of scrap 
iron, 

The smoking car was only partly de- 
railed, while the chair car immediately 
following was completely telescoped 
by the tourist sleeper. 

None of the standard sleepers left the 
track and no one was killed or injured 


in these cars, most of the dead and 


wounded belng removed from the ruins 
of the chair car, which was os com- 
pletely in twain. 

Girl Only Escaped in One Car. 

The chair car was telescoped. Only 
one passenger in this car escaped death 
or injury. Thies one passenger is a child 
of 4 years, who gives ber name ee Alice 
Williams, and says she is from some 
town in Illinois, She. was feund unkburt 
under the dead body of hey mother. 

The body of her father wase found 
near by. His head had been cut off. 

In another place was found a whole 
family dead. They were a father, moth- 
er and two little girls, easily digtin- 
guished by their family resentblance. 

Near by were the bodies of two men 
each with his legs cut off. The dead 
men’s hands grasped each other's 
throat, as if they had clinched in « 
death striggle over some imaginary 
road to safety. 

Woman Hurled From Train. 

The body of a-woman, both arms miss- 
ing and the face so mutilated that the 
body has not been identified, was found 
half a dozen yards from the wreckage. 
She had evidently been hurled. bodily 
from the train when the “rash came.. 


Bodies of the Dead, Mangled 
Beyond Recognition, Laid on Snow 


As the bodies were taken from the 
ruins, they were laid side by side on a 
bier of snow, amid the agonizing shrieks 
of husbands, wives, children and par- 
ents, as they searched among the dead 
for their loved ones, many of whom 
were mangled beyond all recognition, 

A pathetic feature of the accidest was 
the killing of a father and mother, 
leaving two small, helpless children, the 
eldest being.4 years old, the youngest 2. 

The eldest, a boy, told @ nurse at the 
sanitarium that his: father called him 
Bennie and this is all he will say. 

From a fellow passenger, it was 
learned that the family was en route 
to Grand Junction to visit relatives. 

It is supposed that Mr. and Mrs. Ket- 
tle, whose namés appear among the 
dead, were the parents of these two lit- 
tle ones, who are badly injured. 

Another sad case was the destruction 
of an entire family with the exception 
of an Infant of 3 months old. This help- 
less child was taken care of by a fam- 
ily at Shoshone, which intends to adopt 
the tiny survivor. 


‘Man Unhurt Collapses. 

A curious incident of the wreck was 
the miraculous escape from the iil 
fated chair car of a Mr. Stall, of 
Pueblo, Colo., salesman for a com- 
mission company of that city. 

Mr. Stall escaped without a 
scratch but soon afterward suffered 
a severe nervous shock and is to- 
night on the verge of a nervous 


} collapse. 


Another heart breaking scene was 
enacted when the rescuers gently 
Meted 4-year-old Alice Warren from 
the death clasp of her mother’s 
arms. 

Nearby lay the body of her father, 
decapitated, and on every side were 
lifeless bodies. 

The body of a woman was found 
lying a dozen yards from the wreck~ 


age, close to the banks of the Grand 
River, both arms missing and other- 
wise horribly mangled, 

Body after body was taken from the 
wreckage, and for a time, it appeared 
as though the heartrending task would 
never be completed. 

Snow prevented the wreck from being 
a repetition of the disaster at Adobe, 
Colo., on the same road, about three 
years ago, when from 100 to 1% persons 
were burned in the wreckage. . 


When the survivors at Dotsero saw 
that the wreckage was about to be en- 
gulfed in flames, they shoveled tons of 
snow onto the fast advancing fire, Tho 


‘fires were quenched. 


When the news of the catastrophe 
reached Glenwood Springs every avail- 
able physician and nurse in the city was 
pressed into service and a relief train 
was soon on the scene of horror. The 
work of rescue Was at once begun. 


A train joad of thirty wounded aad 
bleeding men end women, arrived in 
Gieanwood Springs at 7 o'clock thir 
morning. Carriages and wagonettes 
were waiting at the Rio Grande 
depot when the train came to a stop. 
The wounded were taken‘ to the 
county hospital and the sanitarium, 
and when the cots and warde there 
were filled, rooms were taken fm the 
hotels for the wounded. 

It was learned at an early hour 
that there was a shortage of sur- 
geons and only firet aid could be 
adminsteread until this afternoon, 
when physicians from ali the sur- 
rounding counties began to pour in- 
to Glenwood Springs. 

A woman died from her injuries 
in the Relief train while on her way 
to Gleenwood Springs. It ig ex. 
pected that at least a dozen others 
who were brought here will die from 
their wounds. 


Fireman Saw Glare of Headlights 
and Leaped Just as Crash Came 


Fireman John Anderson of the 


freight crew who escaped injury in 
a remarkable manner tonight said: 

“I was turning with my shovel to- 
ward the tender, when the glare of a 
headlight shone in my eyes. There 
wassbut one thing to do and that 
was to leap.

“On the other hand, the high-school 
boy as being. younger, is more adapta- 
ble. and has not, in most Gases, the ir- 
regular habits of the college man. 

‘No matter how well educated a man 
be, he must start in railroading at the 
very bottom. 

“A railroad man has'no fixed home. 
He is like an avalanche—always mov- 
ing. It is the hardest life I know, and 
yet one of the most pleasant. It 
teaches knowledge of men and in this 
way is the best training for any profes- 
sion.

Paper Gives,Patrolmen News 
of Army Deserters, Stolen 
Property, Etc. 


Journalistic and . literary circles 
were stirred to their depths Saturday 
by the extraordinary announcement 
that “Grif’’ Yore, elevator boy at Po- 
lice Headquarters, has been appointed 
editor of the “Bulletin,” the official 
police organ cf St. Louis. Harry Bfl- 
meyer, the former editor, has been 
made chauffeur of the motor car. 

“No, I' will not change the policy of 
the paper,” said Yore, who is 17 years 
old, when the, question was put to 
him. “But I may remodel the make- 
up.” 

The Bulletin is a one-sheet affair 
with a subscription list of 1600. By- 
ery patrolman takes it every morn- 
ing. It is printed in the basement of 
the headquarters building, | 208 South 
Twelfth street, and is distributed by 
newsboys in the persons of captains 
of the various districts to the patrol- 
men at roll call. 

“LLookout—Local.” 

Each policeman carries a copy of 
the Bulletin in his helmet, and as 
there is a standing order in the de- 
partment that the paper must be care- 
fully read, there is no danger of its 
news columns being ignored. 

The main news items of the day in 
the Bulletin are: printed under the 
caption “Lookout—Local.” These items 


consist of descriptive matter pertain- 
ing to suspects who are wanted for 
larceny and other offenses. 

These news items are not of s0 
much interest to the policemen, how- 
ever, as are the items in the _ col- 
umn headed “Army Deserters.” There 
is a standing reward of $50 for the 
capture of every deserter, and the po- 
lice fairly devour the news in this 
waperenes*.

paper are devoted to lists of lost or 
stolen property and missing people. 

“TI will follow the policy as set 
forth in the police manual to the best 
of my ability,”’ said Yore, as he rolled 
up his sleeves and commenced ink- 
ing the pad on the handpress.

New Yorker Whose Ship Was Last to Run the 
Strait Paints Graphic Word Picture 
of Doomed City. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch, 

NEW YORK, Jan. 16.—A picture of 

Messina as it was only a few hours 
before the earthquake scattered it in 
ruiris is contained in a letter which has 
just come to Daniel Arthur of this city 
from his father at Naples. While New 
Yorkers were reading of the calamity, 
Mr. Arthur, only a couple of hundred 
miles away, was in ignorance of what 
had happened for nearly three days. 
The ship on which he was voyaging was 
perhaps the last to run the strait be- 
fore the earthquake. ; 
- Thus Mr. iArthur tells of entering the 
Strait of Messina on the steamship Pers- 
co from Alexandria, Egypt, on Sunday 
morning, Dec. 27. 

‘It is a morning of moving clouds and 
light showers, but with occasional pe- 
riods of sunshine. As the sun rises over 
the mainiand of Italy ‘his 
from the scoriated cone of Italy and 
we have a glorious view of it.

“Anchoring at 10 o’clock, the weather 
is almost clear and a closer view shows 
that the solid line of buildings facing 
the harbor is pierced by large archways 
leading to the streets behind.

Ni Royalty Is Represented by 
Many Gem-Studded 
Ornaments.

ROME, Jan. 4--Emperors and Kings 
and republics have vied with the arti- 
san and the village priest in congratu- 
‘Plating the simple old man who sits in 
the chair of St. Peter on the. fiftieth 
anniversary of his celebration of his 
first mass. : 

The other day, surrounded by his 
court and the small papal army, Pius X 
went in procession to the geographical 
map room-of the Vatican to open an 
exhibition of tne presents he has_ re- 
ceived during,the year. 

Hardly an envoy or a deputation or a 
pilgrimage had oeen received by the 
Pope since the beginning of the’ year 
that had not brought some material of- 
fering ‘to emphavize good wishes. Many 
gifts have arrived from the uttermost 
parts of the earth, sent by small con- 
gregations unable to quit their daily 
toil to present them in person. Special 
envoys despatched by powerful, mon- 
archs have brought costly presents in 
the names of their sovereigna. 

The house of -Wapsburg, as befits the 
cwe lamb of the Vatican, heads the list. 
Emperor Francis Joseph of Austria sent 
by his special envoy, Prince Carlo of 
Schwartzenbury, a magnificent cross 
supposed to be made from a portion of 
the original true cross, surmounted by 
50 large diamonds and 70 rubies. 

Gifts of Royalty. 

The Emperor of Germany, always rev- 
erent toward the Papacy, sent by his 
messenger a massive chilled? gold seal 
with the Papal arms carved on a 
large bloodstone. 

King Alfonso of Spain, who, although 
one of the children of the church, has 
not yet visited the Vatican since his ac- 
cession, chose from the treasures of the 
Escurial a- splendid Oriental -carpet of 
whique design, which in the future will 
cover the floor of the Vatican Hbrary. 

King Manuel of Portugal presented a 
iarge silver vase, decorated with Cupids 
and flowers, which Piux X declared 
worthy te be placed beside the master- 
pieces of Benvenuto Cellini. 

The College of Cardinals combined to 
make a large present of Peters Pence, 
and which amounted to nearly $20,000. 
The priest and superiors of the Papel 
household presented a fine specimen of 
Persian carpet which ‘vas specially or- 
dered from the Orient. 

But of all the presents sent by mon- 
archs and rulers that of the Prince Re- 
gent of Bavaria will be of particular 
interest to the putlic m general.

“Here on this continent we are build- 
ing a great new nation—a nation akin 
to, but differing from, each of the other 
nations of middie and western Europe. 

“To this country have come men of 
many different origins, and they are 
being fused together into a new type, 
and it is greatly to be desired that we 
should have historical associations like 
this which shall devote attention to the 
study of each different strains in the 
national blood. 

“It is a mistake to suppose, as is often 
assumed, that at the time of the Revo- 
lution our people were not of mixed 
blood. Many different strains from the 
beginning have.contributed to make up 
what is now American citizenship, and 
from the beginning the men who them- 
selves or whose forefathers came from 
Ireland have played a great and Jeading 
part in the affairs of the nation.’’

SHAW’S GARDEN-TRUSTEES 
SAVE $1000 BY FAILING TO 
HOLD THE ANNUAL BANQUET 


Also Increase Income From a Build- 
ing by Cutting It Down 
Three Stories. 

The trustees of the Missouri! Botan- 
ical (Shaw’s) Garden have saved $1000 

by refusing to eat—and drink. . 

Instead of sp@gding the money on a 
banquet, as Henry Shaw directed 
should be done once a year, the trus- 
tees have put the money in bank to 
earn more so that something useful, 
like a lotus or an orchid or a new and 
tnoffensive variety of cactus may be 
bought. 

Although Shaw’s Garden contains no 
plant that preduces money, the trustees 
report that they have something left 
even after meeting heavy expenditures 
last year. The receipts from various 
sources in 1908 totaled $210,814.31. The 
disbursements were $206,743.97. 

Increasing the income from a4 building 
by reducing it from five to two stories 
high was another feat accomplished by 
the trustees. 

The flood | June caused the col- 
lapse of two -story bulldings on the 
levee between Pine and Olive streets. 
They were razed as far as the second 
story and then leased for 1@ years at 
$1320 per year. That is $120 a year more 
than they yielded when five stories 
high. 

During the year 118,465 persons visited 
Shaw’s Garden. Of that gumber, 33,971 
were ‘on hand on the two Sunday aft- 
ernoons when the garden was open. 
There are now in the garden 11,646 dif- 
ferent kinds of living plants, and 6138,- 
872 specimens in the herbarium.

Found’ Traces of 
Prussic Acid, Deadliest 
Known Drug. 


After receiving an autopsy report in- 
dicating that prussic acid poisoning 
caused the death of Benjamin H. 
Shields, real estate dealer, Deputy Cor- 
oner Carriere last night announced a 
verdict of suicide. 

Dr. F. W. <Abeken examined the 
stomach, and reported unmistakable 
traces of cyanide of potassium, or prus- 
sic acid, deadliest of known poisons, 

Shields was found dead at the Mar- 
quette Hotel, foflowing his arrest on a 
charge of selling mortgaged property. 

No bottle was found in Shields’ room 
when his wife, Mrs. Pearl Shields, and 
H. B. Parsons, clerk at the hotel, en- 
tered. Parsons and Dr. Will Bostick, 
who was called by Mrs. Shields, testi- 
fied at the Coroner's inquest yesterday 
that although they searched,the room 
carefully, they discovered no evidence 
of suidde. / 

No Burns on Hig Lips, 

“T examined Shields’ mouth closely 
for burns or stains usually left by 
acids, but there was no sign of any,” 
said Dr. Bostick to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter. ‘‘There was no dilatation of the 
pupils of the exe to indicate poison.” 

Shields died in his room some time 
between 3 p. m., Friday—the hour at 
which his wife says she talked to him 
over the telephone—and 6:45 p. m., when 
she and Clerk Parsons discovered him 
lying, fully dressed, across his bed. He 
was arrested last Tuesday on a charge 
of having sold a mortgaged lot in Fer- 
guson Heights to Jonn-Starz and wife.

hole with the broken and twisted 
ring on the end of it. 

Few experts attempt to steal a 
victim’s watch nowadays, because the 
kabit ‘of Wearing valuable watches 
kas largely gone out of practice, and 
many people who could afford an ex- 
pensive timepiece content themselves 
with one of the many “dollar 
watches,” as they generally keep 
good time, and if they are stolen it 
is only a trifling loss.
